E very rapid and its apparent prospO ity 


unexampled. 
In the early part of 1875 


the west began- to feel the effect of the 
stringency in the eastern market which 
had continued since 1873. The grasshop- 
per plague, the panic of 1873, and perhaps 
too much speculation in teal estate all 
combined tocheck its career of prosperity. 
Not until the autumn of 1876 did the city 
begin to recover from its disasters, and 
since that time the growth has been steady 
and pcmiahent. 
,. 


Some idea of the growth of .this city 


rnay be foj fried by a comparison of C olo- 
rado Springs In 1871. one year after its 
settlement, with Colorado Springs in 187*. 
10.1872 the e-ccup^d portion of the city was 
bounded by Tejon stiut on the e"t, Kio- 
wajuitt on the north. Cascade avenue on 
the west and Cucham? sti tet on the south. 
I hen it was considered very, ventuitsome 
to a'u-.upt to tio any business on Tejon. 
I h"u»y buildings were erected and occu- 
pied by about two hundred inhabi*ant%.- 
The only two story buildings in the city' 
were the Colorado Springs Hotel and the 
GAZ&I i it office. .Some 2500 trees had just 
been set out on the streets, which were sur- 
veyed by Messrs. E. S. Nettleton and John 
Hotter. 


Now the &x> buildings in the city are oc- 


cupied by at le«l 5000 people, 3ji» of 
whom are pe. manent residents. We b«»e 
no unoccupietl houses or even rooms. Oar 
business is firm and amounts to at least 
12,000,000. 
Th« present valuation of 


property-is about f 1.250,000. l»ndwhich

In ,1872 
ihc mail was kept in a cigar box in Field 
& Hill's store; in 1878 over 80,000 letters 
were mailed and the same received in a 
single quarter, while the money order busi- 
ncss'amounted to #20,000.

The above-facts will incompletely show 


the cntcnt of our growth and prosperity. 
Tlie wisdom and foresight of our founders 
has been fully tested; The city is what it 
was intended to be, a home for intelligent, 
cultivated; well-disposed people, a ranita- 
riuni for invalids. 
Of its future, we cannot 


expect, loo much when we think of the 
past. \Ve_ would "specially acknowledge 
the assistance rendered 'in furnishing in- 
formation to us by Major McAllister, 
Mayor France and.Jahn.Polti'r, nj-fdregfct 
that this work, so incompletely accom- 
plished, could-not have been placed in 
their hands.
